All Souls', which has existed almost 
since the death of the lamented Mr. 
Syle has been abolished, as it were, 
and the good people of All Sou Is 1 
parish will henceforth be governed 
by a Constitution. Not a shot was 
fired, not a drop of blood was shed, 
not a window-pane was broken, and 
not a toe waH trampled upon in 
bringing this change about. How 
the poor, oppressed Russians may 
envy us! And how we can sym- 
pathize witli them! 

It may seem ridiculous for us to try 
to draw a comparison between the 
Russians and the All Souls' people, 
and yet, for several years back the 
deaf parishioners have been 
clamoring for what the Russians are 
now in open revolt. The simple 
right of these church people was 
ignized, but time and time it h 
giving was deferred until the Rev. 
Mr. Dantzer came to All 8001*'. 
He supposed that such an old 
parish, as the All Souls' is, had a 
lonti string of rules, and very 
naturally it was one of the first 
things that he wished to see. Bnt 
there was none to See. He found 
that a singular kind of govern men I 
had existed, the fike of which is 
known in Russia as a bureau 
though ours was only a tiny form 
of it. 

Rev. Mr. Dantzer was not slow 
to appreciate All Souls' need of a 

Constitution, and he Immediately 
set to work to draw up one, CO* 
suiting everyone whom he deemed 
qualified to assist him in the work, 
and the result was that on Tues-iay 
evening, January 17lh, a Constitu- 
tion was submitted to his parish- 
ioners and ratified by them. This 
meeting was largely at I ended and 
was prefect ly harmonious through 
out.

The trouble which lead up to the 
arrest and conviction of Reilly oc- 
curred about 8 :80 o'clock Tuesday. 
Mr. Toll had been summoned by 
Justice Miller to testify in a car 
cident case t,o which he had been 
an eye- witness. His testimony was 

carried on by writing, and had to 

in- lead lo the other witnesses, the 

majority of whom were colored. It 
developed Dial his testimony con- 
flicted with thai of the negroes, and 
a strong feeling of resentment 
sprung up among them. The < 

was tried and dismissed and Ihe 

witnesaes tiled out, the negroes pre- 
ceding the others. 

When they reached the opening 

a gang numbering six in number 

decided to waylay Mr. Tull and get 

satisfaction. They went to the 

corner below the slat ion house, 
where they knew Mr. Tull had to 
pass on hi* way home, and waited 
for his approach. When he ap- 
peared upon the scene the e,nng in 
a body is alleged to have sprung 
Upon the old man and beat him un- 
mercifully.
